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INSTliUCTERS  IN  THE  VAEIOUS  SCHOOLS. 

Note.  The  Masters  of  the  Latin  and  English  High 
Schools  have  a  salary  of  $2,400  each,  per  annum.  The 
Sub-Master  of  the  Latin  School,  has  $1,800.  The  Sub- 
Masters  of  the  English  High  School,  $1,500  each,  per  an- 
num— and  the  Ushers  in  both  schools  have  $800  each  for 
i\iQ  first  year  of  service,  with  an  annual  increase  of  $100 
for  each  additional  year  of  service  until  the  salary  amounts 
to  $1,200,  at  which  sum  it  remains  fixed. 

All  Grammar  and  Writing  Masters  have  a  salary  of 
$1,500  each;  all  Ushers  in  the  Grammar  and  Writing 
Schools,  have  a  salary  of  $800  each;  and  all  Assistants 
$300  each.  [All  the  salaries  are  fixed  by  the  School 
Committee.]

Commencing  at  Charles  River  Bridge,  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Prince  to  Salem  street,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Salem  to  Richmond  street,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Richmond  street  to  the  water  by  Commercial 
iStreet,  thence  by  the  water  to  bound  first  named. 

Endicott  School,  for  Boys. 

Commencing  at  the  water  opposite  the  centre  of  Rich- 
mond street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Richmond  to 
Salem  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Salem  to  Prince 
street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Prince  street  to  Char- 
les River  Bridge,  thence  by  Charles  River  to  the  Maine 
Railroad,  thence  by  said  Railroad  and  Haymarket  square 
to  Cross  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Cross  street 
to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to  bound  first  named. 

Otis  School,  for  Boys.

Commencing  at  South  Boston  Bridge  at  Dover  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Dover  street  to  the  water, 
thence  by  the  water  to  the  Worcester  Railroad,  thence  by 
said  Railroad  to  Washington  street,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Washington  to  Essex  street,  thence  through  th^ 
centre  of  Essex  to  Lincoln  street,  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Lincoln  to  Summer  street,  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Summer  street  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to 
the  bound  first  named.

Commencing  at  the  water  opposite  Foster  street,  thence 
through  XhQ  centre  of  Foster  to  Charter  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Charter  to  Salem  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Salem  to  Morton  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Morton  to  Endicott  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Endicott  to  Cross  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Cross  street  and  through  Haymarket 
square  and  the  centre  of  Union  to  Hanover  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Hanover  to  Court  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Court  and  across  Washington 
through  the  centre  of  State  street  on  the  south  side  of  the 
old  State  House  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to 
bound  first  named.

Commercial  street  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to 
bound  first  named. 

Otis  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  the  water  by  the  Maine  Railroad,  thence 
by  said  Railroad  to  Haymarket  square,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Union  to  Hanover  street,  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Hanover  to  Court  street,  thence  through  the  centres 
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of  Court  street,  Bowdoin  square,  and  Green  street  to  the 
boundary  line  of  Ward  Five  at  Staniford  street,  thence  by 
said  boundary  line  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to  the 

bound  first  named. 

Wells  School,  for  Girls. 
Its  boundaries  are  those  of  Ward  Five. 

Boivdoin  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  Cambridge  bridge,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Cambridge  to  Staniford  street,  thence  through  the 
centre  of  Staniford  to  Green  street,  thence  through  the 
centres  of  Green  street,  Bowdoin  square,  and  Court  to 
Washington  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Washing- 
ton to  West  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  West  to 
Tremont  street,  thence  across  the  Common  to  the  Mill 
Dam,  including  the  tenements  on  both  sides  of  the  Mill 
Dam  Koad,  thence  by  the  water  to  bound  first  named. 

Johnson  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  the  water  near  the  Mill  Dam,  thence 
across  the  Common  to  West  street,  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  West  and  Bedford  streets  to  Eowe  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Rowe  and  across  Essex  street  and 
through  the  centre  of  Harrison  avenue  to  Pine  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Pine  to  Washington  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Washington  to  Warren  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Warren  to  Tremont  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Tremont  street  to  the  Worces- 
ter Railroad,  thence  by  said  Railroad  to  the  water,  thence 
by  the  water  to  the  bound  first  named. 

Winthrop  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  the  water  opposite  the  centre  of  Orange 
^treet,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Orange  street  to  Har- 
rison avenue,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Harrison  ave- 
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nne  to  Essex,  and  across  Essex  and  through  the  centre  of 
Howe  to  Bedford  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Bed- 
ford to  Washington  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Washington  street  to  the  centre  of  State  street,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  old  State  House,  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  State  to  opposite  the  centre  of  Congress  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Congress  to  Atkinson  street,  thence 
along  the  east  side  of  Atkinson  street  to  the  water,  thence 
bj  the  water  to  bound  first  named. 

Boylston  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  the  water  opposite  the  centre  of  Atkin- 
son street,  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Atkinson  street 
and  through  the  centre  of  Congress  street  to  State  street, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  State  street  to  the  water, 
thence  by  the  water  to  bound  first  named. 

Franklin  School,  for  Girls. 

Commencing  at  the  water  opposite  Orange  street,  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Orange  street  to  Harrison  avenne, 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Harrison  avenue  to  Pine 
street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Pine  and  Washington 
streets  to  Warren  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  War- 
ren to  Tremont  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Tre- 
mont  street  to  the  Worcester  Railroad,  thence  by  said 
Railroad  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to  South  Wil- 
liams street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  South  Williams 
to  Washington  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Wash- 
ington to  Maiden  street,  thence  through  the  centre  of  Mai- 
den street  to  the  water,  thence  by  the  water  to  bound  first 
named. 

Divight  School,  for  Girls. 

Its  boundaries  include  all  Boston  sonth  of  the  centres  of 
South  Williams  and  Maiden  streets. 
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Mather  and  Hawes  Schools,  for  Boys  and  Girls. 

Include  all  of  South  Boston,  divided  from  each  other  by 
the  centre  of  D  street,  the  Mather  being  the  westerly  and 
the  Hawes  the  easterly  sections.  When  the  Bigelow 
school  shall  be  completed,  it  is  proposed  to  remove  the 
limits  of  the  present  schools  from  D  to  C  street,  the  Ma- 
ther being  for  girls  and  boys  as  now,  and  the  Hawes  for 
boys  only,  and  the  Bigelow  school  being  intended  for  girls 
only,  and  to  include  all  of  South  Boston   east  of  C  street. 

In  School  Committee,  Decemher  5,  1849. 

Ordered,  That  the  boundaries  of  the  several  Grammar 
School  Sections,  be  those  designated  by  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  ;  provided,  that  all  scholars  now 
in  the  first  class  of  any  school,  may  be  permitted  to  remain 
where  they  are.

No  advertisement  of  any  kind  shall  be  read  by  the 
Teacher  of  any  School  to  the  pupils  thereof,  or  posted  up 
within  any  school  house,  or  upon  any  building  or  fence  be- 
longing to  the  same;  except  those  authorized  by  the  May- 
or, or  Sub-Committee  of  the  school.     \^Nov>  1,  1848.] 
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The  Masters  of  the  English  High  and  Latin  Schools, 
shall  be  allowed  to  keep  school  until  two  o'clock  on  days 
when  the  weather  is  stormy  ;  and  to  dispense  with  the  af- 
ternoon sessions  on  such  occasions.     \_Nov,  7,  1849.] 

Ordered,  That  the  Masters  of  the  Grammar  Schools  for 
Girls,  be  authorized  to  keep  school  until  one  o'clock,  on 
days  when  the  weather  is  such,  as,  in  their  judgment,  to 
render  it  expedient ;  and  to  dispense  with  the  afternoon 
session  on  those  days.  And  that  they  be  required  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  days  on  which  they  have  exercised  this 
privilege,  and  report  the  same  quarterly  to  the  Sub- Com- 
mittees of  their  respective  schools,  to  be  inserted  in  their 
Quarterly  Reports  to  the  Board.     [Jan.  30,  1850.] 

In  the  10th  line  of  section  1st,  chapter  I  of  the  Rules, 
strike  out  the  word"<27zc?" — and  after  the  word  "mem- 
bers "  in  the  12th  line  of  the  same  section,  insert  "  and  a 
Committee  on  Temporary  Instruction^  to  consist  of  three 
members:'     [Jan.  30,  1850.] 

In  the  ISth  section  of  chapter  I  of  the  Regulations, 
after  the  word  "  shall "  in  the  fifth  line  strike  out  the  words 
"  appoint  a  special  committee"  and  insert  "  refer  the  same 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Temporary  Instruction^* 
[Jan.  30,  1850.] 

In  the  2d  line  of  section  3d  chapter  I  of  the  Rules, 
strike  out  the  word  "  Wednesday "  and  insert  "  Tuesday." 
[Jan.  30,  1850.] 

In  section  13  chapter  VI  of  the  Rules,  strike  out  the 
whole  section,  and  insert  the  following  : 

"  At  the  Quarterly  meeting  in  February,  an  Examining 
Committee  shall  be  appointed,  consisting  of  nine  members, 
for  the   English   Grammar  and  Writing   Schools ;    which 
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Committee  shall  be  joined  by  as  many  other  members  of 
the  Board  as  can  conveniently  attend.  This  Committee 
shall,  in  May,  June,  or  July,  visit  all  the  above  described 
schools,  and  critically  examine  the  pupils  of  all  the  classes 
in  all  the  studies  prescribed  by  the  Regulations,  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  condition  of  the  schools,  and  shall  report  pre- 
viously to  the  annual  election  of  instructers,  that  the  ap- 
pointments of  the  Board  on  that  occasion  may  be  judicious- 
ly made.  A  similar  annual  and  critical  examination  shall 
be  made,  in  May,  June,  or  July,  of  the  Latin  School  and 
of  the  English  High  School,  by  the  respective  Visiting 
Committees  of  those  schools  ;  and  a  similar  report  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  embracing  the  same  objects,  shall  be 
made  by  each  of  these  committees — the  report  in  each  and 
every  instance  shall  be  the  report  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee,  and  all  the  reports  of  these  Committees,  after 
they  shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  citizens  in  sufficient  numbers  to  give  at 
least  one  copy  to  each  family.     \Jan.  30,  1850.] 

The  school  rooms  of  all  the  schools  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  this  Board  shall  be  opened  daily  fifteen  minutes 
before  the  time  already  prescribed  for  commencing  the 
schools — the  object  being  to  afford  a  shelter  to  those  schol- 
ars who  may  arrive  early  afthe  school  house.  \Jan.  30, 
1850.] 
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
